\FFENSIVE OF ALLIES 
NOW IN SECOND PHASE. 


ARIS, July 9.—The capture of 
Hardecourt and Hill 139 by 
the French.and the continued 
advance toward Combles, four miles 
east of Hardecourt, coupled with 


carrying new units to the Somme 
region, indicates that even if the 
first phase of the offensive is ended 
the second has already opened. 

British and French soldiers ac- 
tually fought shoulder to shoulder 
yesterday and at various times the 
poilus followed British officers and 
the Tommies obeyed French offi- 
cers’ orders. 

Even the terse, colorless official 
report, stirred by the rapidity of 
action, mentioned that Hardecourt 
was carried in thirty-five minutes. 

Unimpeded by knapsacks and 
rifies, the first waves of polius car- 
ried only hand grenades as they 
crawled over the parapet when the 
officers’ whistles sounded the charge. 
The terrific allied bombardment had 
leveled Hardecourt and leaving der 
tachments to await the Germans 
emerging from their dugouts, the 
main French storming column swept 
on to the crest of Hill 139.

THIS MAY BE THE TEMPLE 


WHICH MOSES MADE FAMOUS. 
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HILADELPHIA (Pa.) July 9.—Egypt in the day of Rameses the 

Great boasted of museums and archaeological research equal 

to that of the present day, according to reports which have 
just reached the University Museum from the Eckley B. Coxe ex- 
pedition to Africa. Dr. Clarence S. Fisher, leader of the expedition, 
reports that a few weeks ago his party unearthed what appears to 
have been a great museum in the Palace of Menemptah, built about 
1500 B.C., who was the son and successor to the throne of Rameses, 
and who has been identified by some historians as the Pharaoh of 
the oppression, descriped in the book of Exodus. The palace was 
about 180 feet long, 100 feet wide, and contained twenty rooms in 
addition to an immense throne room. Gold ornaments, scarabs, 
vases and vessels for various purposes have been found, but the 
latest discovery is the unearthing of a large collection of relics of 
the stone age and of the sixth dynasty, which would be about 5400 
B.C. The research party says this newly unearthed temple with its 
throne room is either the same one or similar to the one in which 
Moses and Aaron confronted Pharaoh and demanded that the people 
of Israel be permitted to depart from Egypt.

STARTS A CONTROVERSY. 


British Government Prepar es to Demand that Vessel be 
Treated as a Warship, Arguing that She Can Easily 
Commit Depredations on Commerce When She Once 


Again Starts on Her Return Voyage.

ASHINGTON BUREAU OF 
THE TIMES, July %.—The 
U boat liner which passed 
through the Virginia Capes early 
this morning will be treated by 
the United States government as a 
merchant ship. 
The vessel will be permitted to 


discharge her cargo, to take on 4 


cargo for the return voyage and 
sufficient gasoline and other stores to 
enable her to reach home. 

This programme of the State De- 


partment is based upon official re- 


ports that the German under-water 
boat is not armed with torpedoes and 
ig not fitted with torpedo tubes. It 
also has been reported that she.bas 
no guns, but even if she has, and 
the claim should be advanced that 
they are intended for defgnsive pur- 
poses only, her status as a merchant 
ship will not be changed, in the view 
of this vernment. 

The German Embassy is under- 
stood to be sending a communication 
to the State Department, requesting 
that the U boat be treated as a mer- 
chantman and setting forth the 
grounds for such action. 

The British Embassy is preparing 
to demand that the vessel be treated 


as- as a warship and required to leave 


American waters within. twenty-four 
hours or be interned. The German 
contention is based on the unarmed 
character of the ship and the fact 
that she has a cargo aboard. 

The British contention proceeds on 
the assumption that a submarine is 
in character a war vessel, and that 
it would be an easy matter for such 
a craft to equip itself with guns and 
from a small vessel await- 
* a 

o one here would be surprised 
should it develop that the U boat 
has brought American -securities to 
be disposed of in this country. Those 
entertgining this belief assert that 
these securities could be converted 
into gold and the proceeds used in 
the establishment of a reserve credit 
here. Securities of other belliger- 
ent powers have been disposed of 
in the United States and the con- 
tention is made that neutrality 


would require the American govern- 


ment to accord the same privilege 
to Germany. 

On account of the rigidity of the 
British blockade it has been vir- 
tually impossible to send mails fro 
this country to Germany. The opin- 
ion is entertained in some quarters 
that the submarine also brings con- 
fidential mails to the German Em- 
bassy and to others in this country. 
It is intimated tonight that before 
the submarine attempts to start 
back to Germany application. will be 
made to the Postmaster-General for 
a contract for carrying mails on the 
submarine, the argument being made 
that such a contract should de 
granted in lieu of the contracts with 
German over-sea mail steamers un- 
able to fulfill those contracts since 
the outbreak of the European war. 
The statement was made tonight 
that if the Postmaster-General is 
unable to make such contract for 
the dispatch of such mail by the 
submarine that an offer would then 
be made on behalf of the submarine 
to take mails back to Germany pri- 
vately. 

The State Department which has 
received information ‘ndicating that 
a U boat would visit the United 
States, cannot perceive any legal dif- 
ferences between a surface, sub- 
surface or an under-water vessel. 
There are certain fixed rules govern- 
ing the status of a ship. If nig 
vided with guns.and manned by a 
naval crew, the ship, no matter 
whether she carries a cargo or not, 
is a man-of-war and the laws of 
neutrality require her departure 
within twenty-four hours unless she 
be in need of repairs or supplies, or 
her internment at the end of that 
period. If unarmed or armed anly 
for defensive purposes (the latter is 
a matter of quick determination,) 
manifestly built for cargo carrying 
purposes, and manned by a merchant 
crew, then she must be permitted 
to discharge and take on board cargo 
and be considered in all respects as, 
and have all the rights and 2 
of a merchantman.

NOGALES WAR SCARE 
FADES LIKE A DREAM. 


BY HARRY CARR. 


OGALES (Ariz.) July 9.—For 
N the time being, all the thrill 

has faded out of the Nogales 
war scare.. 


Many of the Mexicans who gave 
up good jobs on the American side a 
week ago to go across the I!ne and 
join the Carranza army came back 
today and are meekly asking their 
former bosses if they can go back to 
work. In most cases they can't. 

On the other side of the line in 
the Mexican end of Nogales, the 
fugitive population is gradually com- 
ing back. All the soldiers in sight 
in the Mexican streets are members 
of home guards. Back of the town, 
Gen. Calles is supposed to have 
about 100 soldiers in camp. At 
Agua Zarca, a little town eight or 
ten miles down the line he has small 
garrisons. Until lately he had a 
fairly large garrison at Magdalena; 
but the reports to the army are that 
he is moving troops east and south, 
presumably to join Carranza. 

From the dispositions of the 
American troops in Nogales it is 
evident that no trouble is expected. 
It seems to me, however, that the 
army officers are taking a great deal 
for granted and are taking a long 
and unnecessary chance. 

Nearly all the troops are huddled 
together in a long, narrow draw. 
Overlooking this draw, within easy 
artillery range is a hill on the Mexi- 
can side. One battery of Mexican 
artillery on could almost 
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wipe the American troops off the 
map. Their helplessness would be 
increased by the fact that they have 
no place in which to maneuver in 
case of an attack. They are huddled 
together like sheep in a pen. 

As the camp was planned by reg- 
ulars, however, it is to be assumed 
they had some good reason for 
choosing. it. 

About twenty carloads of emmunil- 
tion arrived this morning by rail. 
Whatever suggestion of war there 
is in this shipment is contradicted 
by the order just issued tearing to 
pieces some of the regular army or- 
ganizations now here. The regular 
field battery now in Nogales has been 
ordered to send about half of its 
men to help make up the personnel 
of the new field artillery regiment to 
be formed. This will silence all but 
three guns of the battery. Strange 
to say, although the battery is re- 
duced now to seventy-eight men, all 
the stock is retained and the seven 
ty-eight men now have the felicity 
of taking care of 167 horses and 
mules. 

By an order issued today, active 
work will begin in all the National 
Guard camps tomorrow. It will 
have to proceed under severe handi- 
caps. There is very little flat ground 
in Nogales for drilling the infantry. 
The cavalry and artillery and ambu- 
lance companies are badly crippled 
by the lack of horses and mules. 
At least 1600 horses will be needed 
to equip all of the commands.

POCH-MAKING VOYAGE

Arrival of Deutschland may Mean Upset 
of the British Blockade.

ALTIMORE, July 9.—The world’s first submarine merchant 

marine, the German underwater liner Deutschland, anchored 
below Baltimore tonight after voyaging safely across the Atlantic, 
passing the allied blockading squadrons and eluding enemy cruis 
ers watching for her off the American coast. She carried mail and 
a cargo of 750 tons of costly chemicals and dyestuffs and is to 
carry back home a similar amount of nickel and crude rubber 
sorely needed by the German army. She went into quarsstine 
four miles below Baltimore at II p.m. - 

marine reached safety between the Virginia capes at 1:45 o'clock 
this morning, passing in on the surface, covered by a heavy pall 
of darkness which settled over the entrance of the bay with the 
setting of a tell-tale halfmoon.

Once 
we had trouble with our underwater 
lights and air tanks, but they de- 
layed us only a few hours. We were 
over 800 miles off the short course, 
which made us behind the time we 
could make under more favorable 
conditions.

“We ran into rough weather al- 
most every day for a week. We were 
forced to submerge on these occa- 
sions to escape high seas. It is more 
comfortable under water when the 
sea is rouge. 

“We could not stand on our feet 
on the surface, and the cargo began 
to shift. When we passed near the 
Diamond Shoal lightship, we were 
partly submerged, the weather was 
so rough. 

“Our ship is as good as new. We 
made the voyage in good time, con- 
sidering the difficulties we on- 
countered, and probably will do bet- 
ter going back.” Capt. Kairig would 
not say from what port the Deutsch- 
land sailed. 

“This is not the best submarine 
in Germany,” he said when the cap-

ing for the government than to give 
her the same treatment as British, 
French, Italian, Russian and Jap- 
anese merchantmen have enjoyed.

The arrival of the U boat marks 
a development in traffic and travel- 
ing which begins a new era in the 
history of the world. Moreover, it 
creates a new number of interna- 
tional law questions which will have 
an important influence ‘on events in 
the future. 

If Germany should be able to trade 
through U boats with the United 
States, can Great Britain and her 
allies legitimately hold that the 
blockade they have instituted against 
the central powers is binding? The 
legality of a blockade depends en- 
tirely upon its effectiveness. If the 
boats cannot be stopped, if com- 
merce with this country should not 
be made sufficiently dangerous to 
justify the claim as to the effective- 
ness of the blockade, then, of course, 
the blockade loses its force. This 
government has been insisting in 
notes to Great Britain and France 
that their blockade was not binding, 
less because of its effectiveness, which 
ig generally conceded, than because 
of its inequality of application. 

‘The Order in Council, issued yester- 
day in London, to some extent meets 
the views of the United States, but 
it still leaves much to be desired. 
This question will not be swept into 
the background, because most of the 
traffic will continue to be carried by 
surface vessels, but a new and novel 
phase has developed as a result of 
the arrival of the U boat. It was 
pointed out tonight that even grant- 
ing That the U liner now in the 
Chesapeake can carry 1000 tons of 
wheat (which is doubtful) and that 
fifty of the type were in operation, 
still this supply would not be suf- 
ficient to feed Germany. It is the 
view of naval officers here that these 
crafts will carry cargoes of great 
value and small bulk, bringing to 
the United States dyestuffs and the 
like and carrying back toluol, rub- 
ber and other raw materials which 
Germany must have for the cu- 
tion of the war. It is recal t 
large purchases of toluol have been 
made by German agents it was 
assumed that this was for the pur- 
pose of preventing American explo- 
sive works from executing contracts 
with the allies. 

The British government appre- 
hends that after obtaining supplies 
the U boat will put to sea, receive 
guns and torpedoes from a waiting 
steamer, and then start on a career 
of commerce destruction. It is ad- 
mitted the vessel did not attempt to 
torpedo any craft coming across the 
ocean, probably because she desired 
her merchant status unquestioned 
upon arrival. But it is asserted that 
this government has no guarantee 
as to her conduct after her departure 
from the Chesapeake. She might sink 
vessels in the trans-Atlantic trade 
and after her fuel and munitions 
were exhausted, put into Cuba for a 
fresh supply of gasoline and other 

to which she would be en- 
titled. Munitions could be trans- 


shipped to her at sea. From Cuba, | of 


she could start out on another com- 
merce expedition, and eventually turn 
up in Venezuelan or Colombian 
waters. Then she could resume her 
depredations and reappear in a 
Untted States port.

PLANS OF SIMON LAKE. | 

The claim that a submarine can 
be used only for war purposes is not 
regarded seriously by naval officers. 
They point out that Simon Lake, an 
originator of submarine, developed 
this craft for diving purposes, and 
that Holland, another inventor, had 
commercial operations in view in his 
early work. The submarine, there- 
fore, developed from a commercial 
project into a warship. Germany 
has reversed the order, transforming 
the warship inte a Cargo boat. 

It is not at all impossible, if the 
United States permits the departure 
of the U liner, that the allies will 
serve notice on this government that 
it will be held responsible in damages 
for any depredations committed by 
the German craft. The status of 
such veasele has never been 
on by an international law tribunal. 
It is fully expected that before the 
U boat leaves, Great Britain will have 
a horde of destroyers around the 
mouth of the Chespeake Bay, 
though, of course, outside the three- 
mile limit, — for the German 
vessel to emerge. If they catch sight 
of her, undoubtedly she will be sunk. 
Here again a question arises: Shall 
the United States insist that the 
principle of visit and search be ob- 
served? It has repeatedly demanded 
that such principle be lived up to 
by the German government. Now 
the shoe is on the other foot. 

In this connection, . the United 
States said in its note to Germany, 
under date of February 10, 1915: 

“To declare or exercise a right to 
attack or destroy any 281 entering 
a prescribed area of the high seas 
without first determing its bel- 
ligerent nationality and the contra- 
brand character of its cargo would 
be an act so unprecedented in naval 
warfare that this government is 
reluctant to believe that the imperial 
government of Germany in this case 
contemplates it as possible.“ 

NAVAL OFFICERS GLAD. 


Naval officers are glad of the ar- 
rival of the U boat. The American 
naval attaches in Berlin have made 
strenuous efforts to learn the extent 
of German submarine development. 
They have been unsuccessful. The 
opportunity has come for full in- 
formation to be obtained and ad- 
vantage will be taken of it.

As long as four months be- 
fore my arrival mother bought six 
Iittie geese to raise so that when I 
tame home there might be fatted 
geese to be killed.

The Efficiency Commission, reply- 
ing to the communication from the 
Board of Public Service Commis- 
sioners to the City Council, yester- 
day made a supplementary state- 
ment, addressing it directly to the 
Water board. The statement com- 
mends the efficiency of the water 
department in general, and also 
commends the appropriations al- 
ready made, but sticks to the origi- 
nal request for a total of $500,000. 
The statement follows: 

We have before us your communi- 
cation of June 28, addressed to the 
Mayor and Council, which is in the 
nature of a reply to our statement 
of June 17 relating to your budget 
for 1916-1917. As your communi- 
cation appears to be based, in part 
at least, upon a misunderstanding of 
our statement, we desire to submit 
to you directly, rather than to the 
Mayor and Council, the following 
supplementary statement, which we 
trust will give you a better under- 
standing of our original proposal: 
Our statement was prepared and 
submitted by the Efficiency Com- 
mission—not by its president, as you 
assume. This fact is made clear by 
the signature. 

Our reference to promises made 
ten years ago was not intended to 
throw discredit upon you, but to ex- 
Plain a serious and growing feel- 
ing of discontent among taxpayers.” 

We made no claim that such 
promises would “build distributing 
lines; but you will doubtless agree 
with us that “the expectations 
which ten years ago taxpayers were 
induced to entertain have not been 
realized.“ 


We did not imply that “unofficial 
promises” imposed any legal or 
technical duty upon you. Our sug- 
gestion was that we “meet frankly 
and fully the complaints and doubts 
of our fellow-citizens and, 
so far as may be, take definite steps 
to lighten the weight of taxation 
which undoubtedly is an ever-in- 
creasing source of irritation.” 

We did not question the judgment 
of Mr. Mulholland or Mr. Anderson; 
on the contrary, we stated that the 
“urgency of the several items in- 
cluded in your proposed programme 
of construction work is a question of 
engineering judgment which it is 
not proposed to raise at this time.” 


QUESTION OF REVENUES. 


We raised no question as to the 
accuracy of your estimate of reve- 
nues so far as it went. We stated, 
however, that your revenues would 
be nearer $2,500,000 than $2,028,000. 
Our estimate is substantiated by 
your statement that “additional 
revenues not included” bring up the 
total to $2,564,982. 

The further addition of $50,000 to 
be repaid from the San Fernando 
bond fund for work done in the 
valley during the past year and 
$59,000 as the part of your engineer- 
ing and administrative costs to be 
paid from the San Fernando fund 
and not included in your second est!- 
mate, it is suggested, will bring the 


year up to $2,665,000. 

We did not suggest that any step 
be taken that would unduly handi- 
cap the water department in the 
development of its programme. On 
the contrary, we atated that “no step 
should be tolerated which in any 
way seriously threatens the integri- 
ty and ultimate success of the aque- 
duct, power and water systems;” 
and we’ further stated that the set- 
ting aside of $500,000 for the pay- 
ment of interest and principal on 
the aqueduct debt would leave a 
surplus of $1,200,000 for construc- 
tion work and would go far toward 
restoring the “waning confidence of 
our citizens in this great community 


enterprise.“ 


We did not overlook the fact that 
the water board had taken over the 
aqueduct system since 1912. We se- 
lected 1911-1912 for the specific 
reason that this was the year im- 
mediately previous to your taking 
over the aqueduct system. By this 
means we sought to emphasize the 
fact that while your revenues had 
increased only 51 per cent. the cost 
ef operation and maintenance had 
increased 250 per cent. | 

We did not fail to take account 
of the fact that “revenue from the 
sale of aqueduct water is just be-

mine, is being made by Mrs. 
C. A. Shaw of No. 548 Wall street, 
whose husband devoted his life to 
finding the mine, which was last seen 
by white men in the year 1856. 

The people Mrs. Shaw is looking 
for are the heirs of A. N. Adams, who 
used to live somewhere in the neigh- 
borhood of San Pedro and Adams 
streets. To Capt. Shaw, Adams, be- 
fore he died years ago, told the 
story of the rich mine somewhere 
in New Mexico, but Shaw never was 
able to find it. All he knew was 
that it was somewhere beyond a 
huge barrier of rock in which was 
a curious cleft known to the In- 
dians as “the little door.” This lit- 
tle door was never found by Capt. 
Shaw, although he spent all of his 
money in searching for it. 

Yesterday Langford Johnson, for- 
mer postmaster and storekeeper of 
Selma, and a friend of the late Capt. 
Shaw, wrote Mrs. Shaw from Datil, 
N. M., saying he had found “the lit- 
tle door.” 

Mr. Johnson writes that he has rea- 
son to know that the heirs of A. N. 
Adams have a map showing the trail 
to the mine from the little door. He 
believes those heirsto bein Los An- 
geles and if the map can be ob- 
tained he will locate the mine and 
will safeguard the interests of the 
woman whose husband spent his all 
in hunting for the property. 

Romantic, indeed, is the .story of 
the lost mine. Mr. Adams was hunt- 
ing in New Mexico, back in the “fif- 
ties,” when he saw some Indians 
emerge from what looked to be a 
solid granite wall. He found there 
was a curious crack in the granite 
which could only be seen if dili- 
gently hunted for. Through this 
crack it was possible to get through 
a seemingly impassable wall of rock, 
beyond which was an extraordinary 
valley shut in by high and wooded 
mountains. 

The Indians spoke of the crack 
as the little door.“ A party of them 
met by Mr. Adams had a large num- 
ber of nuggets. 

The chief told Adams that the 
white men were welcome to hunt in 
a portion of the valley, but he indi- 
eated a part of it where they must 
not go. Adams and his friends 
found plenty of gold but in their 
eagerness to get more some of the 
party went into the “forbidden 
land.” They were attacked by the 
Indians and all except Adams and 
two other men were killed. These 
three escaped.

Frustrated Suicide Attempts 
Feature of the Receiving 
Hospital Report. 

Attempts of 243 persons to 
take their lives were frus- 
trated at the Receiving Hospi- 
tal last year, as explained in 
the annual report issued yes- 
terday by Police Surgeon 
Wiley. The total of cases for 
the year shows a marked in- 
crease over the preceding year, 
the comparison being 12,930 to 


10,691. 

Of the total, 2106 of the 
patients treatéd were firemen 
or policemen, while in 1915 but 
1105 policemen and firemen 
were in the hospital. 

Prisoners in the City Jail 
demanded a vast amount of 
attention, 13,600 treatments 
having been given. 

Of all patients at the hosp!- 
tal, 1817 were injured in auto- 
mobile accidents. 

One hundred and six major 
operations were performed. 

The report degcribes the im- 
provements made in the hospi- 
tal during the year. At pres- 
sent it is one of the most mod- 
ern on the Pacific Coast.

MEMORY COMES BACK.

Sometimes it is 
sickness, sometimes a death, or a 
business reverse, or some great loss 
in life that brings a man to his 
senses. It is a thousand pities that 
we plunge headlong into sin, un- 
mindful of the claims of reason or 
of God, and bring upon ourselves so 
much unnecessary suffering. 

“It was a criminal thing for the 
prophet to sleep when others were 
in danger. The life of every man on 
that ship was endangered because of 
Jonah's recreancy. Modern Jonahs 
are saying, Oh, I may do this or 
that as I please. It is nobody's bus! 
ness. I harm nobody but myself.’ 
Don't let the devil deceive you, my 
friend. You never uttered an oath, 
or stole a penny, or told a lie, or 
did a dirty thing that you did not 
hurt everybody in the world because 
you have contributed thereby to the 
sum-total of sinful influence. 

Am I my brother’s keeper?’ 
Yes, because I am my brother’s 
brother. It was a manly thing on 
the part of Jonah at last when he 
came on deck and acknowledged that 
he was wrong. It takes a big man 
to apologize. 

“It is noteworthy that the sailors 
on board did their very best to save 
that ship, while the only man on 
board who was in a position to call 
upon the God of power, lay fast 
asleep. The churches of Christ have 
altogether too many old Jonahs 
asleep in their holds. Did you ever 
know it to be otherwise than that a 
few sailors in every church had to 
man the oars and practically do all 
the work to keep the Nip afloat? A 
few hands do the work. A few 
pocketbooks pay the bills. A few 
lips do the praying, while the bunk- 
ers are overflowing with snoring 
Jonahs.“

FIRST CHRISTIAN CHURCH. 

RROUGHT THE CONCEPTION OF GOD 
AS FATHER AND 

OF THE BROTHERHOOD 

At the First Christian Church 
yesterday morning, Rev. Russell F. 
Thrapp preached on the subject, 
“The World's Greatest Preacher.” 
His text was John vii:46, Never 
man spake like this man.” He said, 
in part: 

“Strange answer for commissioned 
officers to make to those who sent 
them out to arrest Jesus! The same 
answer has been made by all who 
go forward to arrest the progress of 
the Christ. Many a man of strength 
has said, “When I mature my 
thoughts, when I publish my book, 
I will stop the progress of Chris- 
tianity.” But, before he is through, 
the acknowledgement comes, ‘Never 
man spake like this man.’ 

“What was there about the 
preaching of Jesus that has thus 
laid hold of the hearts of men? 
There was no reaching out after lit- 
erary effect. There was no orna- 
mentation or decoration. His words 
were plain and simple like those of 
Lincoln at Gettysburg. There was 
no reaching out after originality, 
after the new, the strange and the 
unsual. In Jesus's time men were 
striving to hear or tell some new 
thing. Today we must have the lat- 
est paper and the newest book. It 
was the truth and the character of 
the truth Christ uttered that gave 
“power to his preaching. 

“Jesus brought to us the concep- 
tion of God as Father. He taught 
us to say, “Our Father who art in 
heaven.’ He showed that God was 
the author of good and not of evil, 
and summing it all up, he said, ‘God 
is love,’ 

“Jesus gave the parable of the 
Good Samaritan, which taught the 
world that every man who needs our 
help is our neighbor. He brought 
to light the great truth of the broth- 
erhood of man. Ask Germany, Aus- 
tria, France, if they believe in that 
truth today. There would be no 
war, no powder mills, no gun fac- 
tories, no increase in armaments, no 
sweat shops, no pagan lands, if we 
believed that truth today. 

“Jesus said, ‘I am the way, the 
truth and the light. Follow me.’”

“Religion Without Superstition” 
was the subject of the address by 
Reynold E. Blight before the Church 
of the People yesterday morning. 
He said in part: 
| “In the thought of many people 
religion and superstitions are syn- 
onymous and unhappily there is 
much in former church history and 
even in the popular religious pro- 
fessions of the present time to jus- 
tify this conception. The theolo- 
gies and churches that depend upon 
superstitions and credulity have 
been undermined by the spread of 
scientific knowledge during recent 
decades. Knowledge must ever be 
the foe of superstition. 

“In the effort to destroy supersti- 
tion, two serious errors have been 
made. One group of earnest truth 
lovers has made no distinction be- 
tween religions and superstition and 
ite attacks upon the silly beliefs 
based on ignorance and fear have 
boldly denounced all religious as- 
piration and endeavor. In this con- 
nection we might mention Haeckel 
and Tyndall. Another group has 
sought to eliminate all faith, all be- 
lief in the supernatural, and has 
tried to reduce religion to a barren 
system of ethics and philosophic for- 
mula. Here we may name Frederic 
Harrison and Herbert Spencer. 

“There is a religious experience 
possible, free from all cravenness 
or bigotry, that is definite, practi- 
cal and devout, that transcends 
mere logical deductions, yet with- 


out contradicting them; that recog- 


nizes a world of truth that cannot 
be caught in retort or measuring 
glass or imprisoned in wordy defini- 
tions; that finds its confirmation in 
the deep intuitions of the soul; that 
makes known the invisible and re- 
veals to man the profound reali- 
ties. This religious experience gives 
life a meaning and purpose, discovers 
individual destiny, inspires and 
makes dynamic all morality, and lays 
hold of eternal life. It is the re- 
ligion that Christ revealed to his 
disciples and that may be known by 
every simple earnest believer who 
follows him.”

The word is used in a very practical 
sense, almost identical with the gos- 
pel. Farthest from his thought is 
some elaborate creedal formulary. 


The element of trust, allegiance to 
Christ as the mediator with God, our 
Lord and Savior, was the largest, 
rather than the intellectual element. 

“Yet this text is frequently taken 
as the support for a contention that 
some creed was given by the apostles 
to the church and handed down 
from generation to generation in Its 
final form as a faith which none 
should alter lest he suffer the pangs 
of eterna] fire. Erecting a creed 
into a position of authority to bind 
the consciences of people, as such 
a ‘faith once for all delivered to 
the saints.” has been one of the 
main sources of controversies in the 
church that have led to brutal and 
shameful persecutions, schisms and 
bitterness of spirit. 

“Yet there is such a faith, 80 
simple, so ethical, that if thus brief- 
ly and vitally stated, all right-mind- 
ed people would unite in accepting 


to reconcile it unto Himself. 


the Father, coming into the world 
In- 
to this faith one enters in a two-fold 
way, first by his own experience, 
then by appropriating the experience 
of others.” 


DR. CAMPBELL. 


FIRST PRESBYTERIAN.

Dr. Edward Campbell, pastor of 
the First Presbyterian Church, 
speaking on “The Christian's 
Strength,” said in part: ; 

“In the book of Nehemiah we 
are told that the joy of the Lord 
should become the strength of his 
people, which is only another way 
of saying that Christians into whose 
life there had come the joy of serv- 
ice should gather to themselves 
strength and it should manifest it- 
self through their influence upon the 
lives of others. 

“From the lives of those who lived 
in the early days of Christianity 
there has come a strength and in- 
fluence that extends to the present 
day. For the joy that manifested it- 
self in their heroic lives has become 
the testimony that witnesses after 
these long years to their strength as 
servants of God. 

“The spirit of enthusiasm that 
characterized the life of Saul of 
Tarsus has borne fruits in thousands 
of lives as men have looked upon 
him going forth calling upon men 
to rejoice even in tribulation and 
trials, for this spirit of optimism has 
been the strength of his life and 
God has used it in encouraging those 
who are fearful. 

“When we speak of the reforma- 
tion there comes before the mind 
those men who found their greatest 
enjoyment in standing against the 
organized forces of evil and wrong- 
doing in that period that witnessed 
an awakening from the dead formal- 
ism that settled upon the church 
and robbed it of its power. You 
see the German peasant, Martin 
Luther, defying the rulers of that 
wicked and decadent government 
dominated by a wicked priesthood 
that delighted in selling indulgences 
and practiting the sinful and wicked 
habits in their own lives. 

“Surely the joy of the Lord was 
the strength of Saul and Luther and 
it manifests itself after these cen- 
turies in the lives of men who emu- 
late their noble examples. It is well 
for us in this day, when the material 
interests are so much emphasized, to 
remember that those into whose life 
there comes the noble enthusiasm 
for the things that make for noble 
living and high thinking have the 
assurance of the gospel that such 
enthusiasm constitutes ‘the joy of 
the Lord,’ which the prophet says is 
the strength of men’s lives.”

Probably, 
though the additions are numberiess to the 
requirements of a modern military cam- 
paign, very few of the older devices can 
yet be dispensed with, while many, almost 
prehistoric, are being revived. 


FACTS., 
Pulitzer’s Review, a new monthly de 
voted to Americanism, in its first number 
presents the following information relative

E PATRIOTIC SOLICTITOR—HAUH! 

That the National Guard should agree 
to pay 27 per cent. commission to any 80 
licitor for collecting funds for the equip 
ment of the State armory at Exposition 
Park—voluntary subscriptions from patri- 
otic citizens—is surely a reflection on our 
people's perspicacity and an ignoble per- 
version of our generosity. 

The man Kennard agreed to raise 1150, 
000 by voluntary donation from business 
men at a commission of 27 per cent., which 
would net him over $30,000 on the deal— 
$30,000 of the generously-contributed public 


money into one pocket for placing the 


State’s need before the donors! The thing 
is almost incredible and a glaring aggra- 
vation of the system which allows the pay- 
ment of 10 cents per name for those solicit- 
ing signatures on petitions of recall. 

And when we are told that such is the 


: custom in every State in the Union, that 


the National Guard is employing this ex- 
pensive and outrageous method of raising 
funds all over the country, the thing 
reaches the dimensions of a national 
scandal. 

We are all ready to do our share for the 
sake of a decently-prepared country, but we 
are not prepared to pay any suave adven- 
turer at the rate of $5000 a month to collect 
it from us—for it is understood that he 
agreed to raise the amount in six months. 

Surely some more reasonable and decent 
method can be found for soliciting these 
funds. The appointment of a government 
official at a stated salary for the purpose, 
or the utilization of the services of the 
national banks in each city, or a member 
of the government appointed to publish the 


needs of each State, or even a direct na- 


tional assessment, have more to recommend 
them than this dubious system of prepos- 
terous commission to a private individual. 

Mr. Kennard is apparently well within 
his legal right, and is, perhaps, to be en- 
vied the acquisition of an advantageous 


contract, but the conditions under which 


such a state of affairs could be possible 
cannot fail to arouse our ire and inspire 
thoroughgoing investigation. 


HE RUSSO-JAPANESE TREATY. 

On the face of it the Russo-Japanese 
treaty is respectable and sincere. It marks 
a new epoch in the amazing rise of Japan 
to world power. She now has alliances 
with two of the greatest and most pow- 
erful .nations, England and Russia—alli- 
ances making for wealth, influence, power 
and progress. The Orient no longer stands 
aloof from the world; it is in it, of it, with 
it, for good or ill, yellow peril or no yellow 
peril. 

One paragraph in Premier Okuma’s state- 
ment makes particular impression: “The 


Treason Japan does not want to take the full 


burden of Far Eastern peace alone is that 
Japan is afraid of being misunderstood by 
the other powers, especially China“ Japan 


welcomes any power's activity to maintain 


Far Eastern peace and commercial devel- 
opment.” 

A statement the exact antithesis of the 
Monroe doctrine of this continent, which 
expressly warns the powers against in- 
terference and intervention and the further 
acquisition of territory under peril of con- 
flict with the United States, which imposes 
its right to settle the affairs of this con- 


—tinent alone. 


The United States does not say to the 
world: “The reason we do not wish to 
take the full burden of peace alone in Mex- 
ico is that the United States is afraid. of 
being misunderstood by the other powers, 
especially Mexico. The United States wel- 
comes any power's activities to maintain 
Mexican peace and commercial develop- 
ment.” 

We do not say that because, sure of our 
own integrity, we decline to recognize the 
possibility of our motives being misunder- 
stood, and, sure of our strength, we feel 
entirely capable of settling the question 
alone. 

“Japan twice invited American participa- 
tion,” says Okuma, “when the allies ad- 
vised Yuan to postpone the monarchy.” 
And from that speech it is to be pre 
sumed America declined. 

The United States can and does stand 
alone, but recent events, both in Europe 
and the Far East, have shown that our 
exclusiveness, our penchant for avoiding 
“entangling alliances,” is not entirely ap- 


proved and accepted as a sine qua non by 


the rest of the world. 

Since Japan made her debut as a rising 
power her diplomacy has never been at 
fault. Diplomacy is her strong suit. She 
has definite and large ambitions and a pro- 


* nounced intention of achieving them, but 


each step she has taken in the upward 
climb has been made with dignity, sure- 
footedness, and after a careful survey of 
the landscape. Every move has been 
skilfully judtified and accomplished with the 
least possible friction. When her diplo- 
matic schemes have been subtly circum- 
vented she has preserved imperturbable 
good humor and apparently accepted condi- 
tions with good grace. Still smiling, pa- 
tient, courteous, she returns to the game. 


And all the time she grows stronger, in. 
commerce, in her navy, in her army, in 


diplomacy. 

Japan’s modus operandi seems to be rich 
partnerships and strong friends. She will 
run an enterprise herself if she can, but 
failing that she is content with a powerful 
partnership—with an eye to a controlling 
interest. 

It is obvious that at present the United 
States stands alone in its policy of exclu- 
siveness. It is a dignified policy, a splen- 
did policy, so long as we are strong. But 
our Monroe doctrine is a challenge to the 
world and calls for an essential assurance 
of power. We, of all nations, must be 
strong. A pot-bellied, pompous Uncle Sam, 
playing with a toy army and navy and dab- 
bling in sentimental pacificism, does not 
engender respectful consideration. An 
alliance with us must be a thing to be de- 
sired, though unobtainable. A spinster 
does not “choose” her single blessedness if 
none covets her hand. 

And, unlike Japan, we must not be afraid 
of being misunderstood. To that end we 
must be strong in government, strong in 
diplomacy, strong in our capacities for de- 
fending our policies. Our policies must be 
benign, honest, clear and declared, and sub- 
stantially backed with capacity, that there 
may be no danger of misunderstanding our 
motives when next we say we are too proud 
to ight.

MERICA FIRST. 

Why should any naturalized American 
citizen qualify his loyalty to his adopted 
country with a hyphen? There is not a 
star upon our flag which is not a star of 
hope to all, whether native or foreign-born, 
who dwell beneath its folds. There is not a 
thread in its red stripes which has not been 
bought and drenched by the blood of the 
first races of the world. The waters of the 
Rhine, the Garonne and the Shannon min- 
gle in American veins. There is no title 


created by the accolade of a king prouder 


than that of an American citizen. 

To achieve American citizenship, said the 
eloquent Pixley, martyrs laid down their 
lives and patriots gave themselves willing 


‘sacrifices. The blood of those martyrs is 


the seed of the church of universal liberty.” 

When American citizenship was created 
civilization beheld the dawn of a newer and 
Barbarism became involved 
in a darker and drearier night. Religion 
caught the mellow luster of its reflected 
beauty. Science saw new revelations in 
its clearer light. Literature turned a new 
and a more glowing page. Poetry took a 
loftier flight. Industry becamé the hand- 
maid of genfus and, bound in the golden 
chains of honored labor, the son of toil first 
took his true rank in the family of man. 


‘Roman and Grecian citizenship was a name 


merely. It was the sport and plaything of 
a refined and Utopian philosophy, the ex- 
periment of a highly-cultivated age. It was 
the growth of a sunshiny morning in the 
world’s history. It flourished while the 
dews of philosophy watered it, but when 
the storms of a sterner era, the tempest of 
internal faction and the winds of foreign 
invasion beat upon it, it fell. But American 
citizenship based upon American liberty 


was a real, practical and substantial 


achievement; its foundations were laid in 
the recognition of the absolute right of all 


men to be regarded as equally entitled to 


life, liberty and the pursuit of happiness— 
of the principle that the government was 
founded for the benefit of all; that a ma- 

rity of the people should, by a simple ex- 
pression of their will through the ballot 
box, in the choice of lawmakers and rulers, 
govern themselves. | 


The man who is born and grows to man- 


hood on American soil becomes an Amer- 
ican citizen by virtue of his birth. He sees 
nothing in the political, industrial or social 
conditions of other nations to induce him 
to become a citizen or a subject of another 
land, and, with the exception of here and 
there a man such as Hiram Maxim or Wal- 
dorf Astor, seeking fortune or social recog- 
nition, there are no instances of American 
citizens abandoning their citizenship. 

It is different with the foreign-born man, 
especially the workingman. His environ- 
ments in his birthplace were restrictive. 
He was imprisoned between walls of caste 
too high to climb over, too deeply imbedded 


to dig under and too thick to break through. | 


Even in free England there is but small 
chance for a man to rise out of the condl- 
tion of life in which he was born. The 
grandson sells fish in the same market stall 
which in a former century was presided 
over by his grandfather, and the footman 
opens the door of the carriage or the auto 
with the same servility and the same genu- 
flexions that characterized his ancestor per- 
forming a similar office in the days of the 
Prince Regent. 

It is different in the United States—ut- 
terly different. With the exception of the 


Presidency every office in the land is open 


as freely to the adopted as to the native- 
born citizen. There is no bar of birth or 
creed between the Senator’s toga or the 
judge’s ermine and the Irish-born or Ger- 
man-born naturalized citizen. There is no 
gold stick in waiting between the Gov- 
ernor’s chair and the naturalized citizen 
who first saw the light in a Scandinavian 
or in any continental European country. 


The advantages of American citizenship 
have brought to this country such multi- 
tudes of Europeans that of our population— 
according to the census of 1910—of 91,972, 
266 there were 13,515,886 of foreign birth 
and 12,916,311 born in this country of for- 
eign parentage. Of the 15,036,542 votes cast 
at the last Presidential election 2,148,000 
were cast by naturalized citizens. Every 
one of these voters had, in order to acquire 
the right to vote, taken an oath abjuring 
his allegiance to his native land and sol- 


emnly promising to be a true and loyal 
citizen of his adopted country. 

How can any man who has taken this 
oath call himself a German-American or an 
Irish-American or a Russian-American or 
an Italian-American? and how can he give 
aid or comfort to any foreign power in any 
controversy with the United States? 

Happily be it said that instances of such 
disloyalty to their adopted country or § of 
violation of their oaths of allegiance to the 
United States have been very, very few 
among our naturalized citizens. If they 
have not been neutral in feeling as between 
the European combatants they have been 
neutral in action and to a large extent neu- 
tral in expression. ‘ 


NCOURAGING SHIPPING. 

British Columbia has joined the list of 
foreign nations, colonies and provinces 
seeking to promote by financial aid the 
growth of their merchant marine. The 
provincial government has introduced in 
the Legislature a bill under the terms of 
which the province will make loans to ship- 
builders to the amount of 55 per cent. of 
the value of each vessel built within the 
province for employment in the trade be- 
tween British Columbia and foreign ports, 
provided that no loans shall be made to any 
one builder for a greater number than 
twenty ships. Each ship must be built in 
accordance with the plans and specifications 
prescribed by a board of experts appointed 
by the provincial authorities, and construc- 
tion must be done under the supervision of 
the board. Payments will be made in ten 
annual installments, the initial sum to be 
paid the first year after peace is declared. 
Each installment will be so computed as 
to bring the net earnings of the ship up to 
15 per cent. of its actual cost, but the 
amount paid in any one year must not ex- 
ceed $5 per ton dead weight capacity. Pay- 
ments will continue only so long as the 
vessel shall continue to be engaged in trade 
between the ports of British Columbia and 
of foreign countries or other colonies. No 
subsidy will be paid to middlemen or pro- 
moters, nor will subsidies be made subject 
to assignment or attachment. The loans 
will constitute a first charge upon the ships. 


Aid for provincial shipping to the aggre 


gate of $2,000,000 is provided. 

Already comparieg are preparing to take 
advantage of the act. A new corporation 
has been formed at Victoria to build one 
or more vessels for the offshore lumber 
trade, the first to be a three-masted bark- 
entine to be built at Victoria. One of the

start at once building two ships capable of 
carrying 1,500,000 feet of lumber, and ex- 
pects to dispatch the first of these to Fu- 
rope with a cargo before the end of 1916.

If Woodrow is elected 
his old side partner stays on the 
job; or if it's Hughes we have a 
return of our old friend, Charlie 
Fairbanks, who held the plate under 
the colonel for four years. In either 
event it will be the gentleman from 
Indiana—the cradle for Vice-Presi- 
dents, poets and novelists. In six 
campaigns since 1876 the Democrats 
have gone to the Hoosier State for 
their Vice-Presidential nominee. 
They nominated Gov. Thomas A. 
Hendricks twice, but he was elected 
only once—that was on the ticket 
with Grover Cleveland in 1884, and 
Hendricks died in office. The 
Democracy nominated Adlai E. Stev- 
enson of Illinois for the Vice-Presi- 
dency in two compaigns, but he was 
successful but once. He was elected 
with Cleveland, but defeated with 
Bryan.” 

“Anybody could be beaten’ with 
Bryan,” interrupted I. 

“Sure they could,” resumed the 
pioneer, “but nobody wanted to try 
it twice. The first man who filled 
the Vice-Presidential office for two 
terms was John Adams, but he was 
not voted for as such. Until 1804 the 
man receiving the second highest 
vote for President was made Vice- 
President. Adams was second to 
George Washington in the first two 
elections of the republic and there- 
fore became Vice-President. When 


George retired from his job and inti- 


mated that two terms was all any 
man ought to. have, John Adams was 
elected President. He only had it 
four years, but by virtue of his pre- 
vious experience he was exposed to 
it for twelve years. Thomas Jeffer- 
son, who became Vice-President 
with Adams, was afterward Presi- 
dent for two , which also gave 
him a total of twelve years in the 
throne room. George Clinton of New 
York, who had received electoral 
votes for the Presidency in three 
Campaigns, was elected Vice-Presi- 
dent with Jefferson in 1804 and was 
the first man directly voted for for 
that office. He was re-elected in 
1808 on the ticket with James Mad- 
ison. He was next to two thrones 
for eight years. Daniel D. Tomp- 
kins, also of New York, was made 
Vice-President with James Monroe 


in 1816, and was re-elected with his 


chief in 1820. In 1824 Andrew Jack- 
son was defeated for the Presidency, 
but John C. Calhoun, who was asso- 
ciated with him, was elected for 
Vice-President. In 1828 Calhoun was 
re-elected—this time with Jackson. 
Gen. Jackson selected Martin Van 


Buren as his running mate in 1832, 


and since the day of Calhoun no man 
has twice filled- the office of Vice- 
President, nor. has the State of 
South Carolina been heard from on 
the Presidential tickets of any 

“By the way, what was it the 
Governor of South Carolina said?”

The advice, “Despise not thine 
enemies,” offered to a somewhat bat- | 
tered John Bull by London Punch 
at the close of the Zulu war is not 
altogether out of place at the pogsi- 
ble start of an armed conflict in 
Mexico. | 

That Uncle Sam will have to take 
drastic measures before Mexico is 
as well ruled as Zululand is today, 
is, after three years of anarchy-drift- 
ing, pretty generally conceded. 
Sometimes it is necessary to wal- 
lop the stuffing out of a man's body 
for the good of his soul. A well- 


administered drubbing has proved 
the salvation of many a ne’er-do- 


well. 

But to first of all despise and be- 
little the recipient of this neces- 
sarily drastic treatment is only 
likely to render it ineffective and 
purposeless. For a blow that was 
inevitable will be forgiven, but dis- 
paragement that was superfluous— 
never. Since the open break with 
the sorry remnant of Mexican au- 
thority has become almost a fore- 
gone conclusion an American atti- 
tude of contempt for all things Mex- 
ican has been openly in evidence. 
It may jeopardize our hopes of ever 
licking them into shape. We can 
lick them— yes; but it's useless to 
lick.them unless we can shape them 
afterward. | 

We show no hate, not even dislike 
for Mexican efforts, Mexican arms, 
Mexican inefficiency, but many of us 
have adopted an attitude of super- 
ellious scorn for “the greaser.” Hu- 
man nature, especially Latin human 
nature, is such that lampoon will 


burn after a “hymn of hate” has 


been cremated. 

Is it-wise, is it magnanimous on 
our part to exhibit such feelings to- 
ward a lot of unfortunate devils de- 
prived of our own privileges and ad- 
vantages? True, the treachery of 
the Carrizal affair makes the honest 
blood boil in American veins. Yet 
are we quite sure that the misun- 
derstood attitude of our own boys did 
not hasten an unpremeditated 
treachery? At any rate, to call the 
Mexican soldiers scarecrows, their 
leaders pouter pigeons, to talk 
about the snaky sweetness of their 
diplomacy and to brand them all as 
vainglorious cowards will hardly 
pave the way for a reformed Mex- 
ico under the guardianship of an 
uncle performing a disagreeable 
duty in which the Mexicans will 
have to co-operate. 

And the effect of this contempt 
for Mexico will not reassure the rest 
of Latin America, nor hasten the 
Pan-American alliance. How can we 
preach universal peace and start by 
belittling out next-door neighbor? 

Granted that the behavior of many 
representative Mexicans has. been 
outrageous, that they have insulted 
our flag, killed and despoiled our 
citizens, provoked us to just wrath 
and indignation—and that it is our 
bounden duty and service to call 
them to account. Is it in keeping 
with the magnanimous and humane 
spirit that under all outside exhibi- 
tion of feeling really animates the 
heart of this republic for any large 
section of our people to cultivate a 
spirit of scorn and contumely for a 
weaker race that, after all, is more 
to be pitied than despised? 

One question more: When the 
moving finger writes the turbulent 
history of this early twentieth cen- 
tury, may not that finger be pointed 
at the President of the United States 
as not being altogether blameless 
for the blindness and despair of a 
land without a government, whose 
anarchy culminated in the Columbus 
raid and the Carrizal treachery?

De- 
felopments during the past two 
years have not altered the conclu- 
sions published in bulletin No. 69 
of the State Mining Bureau, which 
enumerates all the oll localities of 
the State and summarizes possibil- 
ities. Past development has covered 
most of the territory where the 
presence of oi] was clearly indicated 
and future prospecting must be in 
the less clearly defined yet prom- 
ising regions. The low ranges of 
hilis south of the city of Los An- 
geles are a very notable example 
of such territory, having not been 
sufficiently prospected.

GOLDFIELD (Nev.) June 30.—

TONE OF MONEY MARKET 
IS APPRECIABLY FIRMER. 


Prices Advance. 


Tremendous Loss in Cash Shown in the New York Bank 
Reports Fully Accounts for the Rise in Rates on Call, 
Commercial Paper has Underlying Strength — Woollen 


OSTON, July %—Boston News 
B Bureau summary: 

The money market: The week 
closed with the tone of money ap- 
preciably firmer. Banks report a 
growing demand and are reluctant to 
put out much money at current fig- 
ures. It is general belief that 4% 
per cent. will shortly be the mini- 
mum for time money. At the mo- 
ment, call money presents the 
stronger front and this fact may 
cause some shifting ot call money 
into time contracts. 

On call, money to brokers has 
been advanced from 3% per cent. to 
4 per cent. A few banks stil! retain 
3% ‘per cent., but all loans will be 
marked up Monday. The larger 
banks made the new rate. Time 
money is firmer. Quotations are still 
4@4% per cent., with the general 
drift toward 4% per cent. for six 
months, and year money 4% @4% 
per cent. It requires the very chotc- 
est commercial names to pass at 4 
per cent. for six months and from 
this to 4% per cent. The tremen- 
dous loss in cash, shown by the New 
York bank reports in the past week 
fully accounts for the rise in call 
money to 4% per cent. on Friday, 
which is the highest recorded since 
December 2, 1914. The bank reports 
now refiect the exceptionally heavy 
payments into the treasury at the 
end of the half year on income and 
corporation taxes, which alone took 
$40,000,000 from New, York. 

IN RESERVE BANKS. 


In accordance with the treasury 
arrangement, much of this money 
found its way into the Federal re- 
serve banks. The New York Federal 
Reserve Bank during the week had 
large balances to its credit at the 
Clearinghouse, benefitting to the ex-

NSURANCE PROVES 
MORE PROSPERITY. 


BIG EXPANSION IS SHOWN BY 
LAST YEAR’S DATA. 


According to this Index the 
United States was Never in More 
Favorable Condition—Amount of 
‘New Loans on Life Policies 
Smallest in Years. 


One of the neverfailing indices of 
prosperity is the expansion of life | 
insurance. According to this index 
the United States was never in a 
more favorable condition. Last year 
220 insurance companies paid out a 
total of $733,700,000 in death claims, 
endowment maturities, other bene- 


value of surrendered policies. The 
amount paid out exceeds that of 
1914 by $47,000,000. The accounts 
of the insurance companies as given 
by the Insurance Press show that 
the amount of ordinary and indus- 
trial policies written and renewed in 
1915 was $3,604,000,000 an increase 
of $245,000,000 in comparison with 
the amount tabulated in 1914. The 
year closed with $22,726,000,000 in- 
surance in force or an increase of 
$1,269,000,000., The number of 
policies in force is no more than 
42,426,000. Of course this number 
ig not by any means confined to the 
United States. Four large com- 
panies do a business in Europe and 
a huge number of policies are held 
by persons in those countries, but 
the proportion of our population 
who maintain some form of life in- 
surance is rapidly increasing. 

One thing which points even more 
strongly to prosperity in connection 
with the annual statement of the 
life insurance business of the coun- 
try is that last year the amount of 
new loans made on life insurance 
policies was the smallest since 1909. 
The policy loan accounts of the com- 
panies show a total of $691,259,000 
for the year, an Increase of $34,091,- 
000 compared with an increase of 
$67,854,000 in 1914 and an increase 
of $63,725,000 in 1913. That the in- 
crease in loans Was so small is at- 
tributed to the genera! betterment of 
business conditions which became 
apparent in the latter part of 191% 
and was accentuated by the out- 
break of the war in 1914. 

It is significant that in the decade 
1905-15 payments of the life insur- 
ance companies have more than 
doubled.

Shortage in the Oil Supply 
Another Big Factor. 


Demand Expected to Continue 
Larger than Output. 


Stocks of producing of] companies 
have attracted a great deal of at- 
tention in the local security market 
during the past month. Throughout 
the entire country there is an in- 
creasing interest shown in oll secur- 
ities, due, it is thought, to the fact 
that a large number of the big pro- 
ducing concerns have recently in- 
creased their rates of dividends. In- 
asmuch as California is the great- 


est oll producing State in the Union, 
the bullishness of the oll stocks in 
the New York market has been felt 
here, 

The high prices the leading oll se- 
curities have commanded the past 
month can be attributed to a num- 
ber of causes, all of them perfectly 
reasonable and natural in them- 
selves, and not the offspring of ma- 
nipulation or speculative fluctuation. 
Among these causes the most power- 
ful, no doubt, is the fact that the 
supply of crude petroleum is far be- 
low the needs of the country. 

During the first six months of 1916 
every possible effort was 
toward increasing the production of 
the various oil flelds, not only of 
California but of the nation. Not- 
withstanding this attempt, the sup- 
ply of petroleum has not equalled 
the demand, and this condition has 
been reflected in steadily increasing 
prices for crude oll and ite dy- 
products. Further increases are an- 
ticipated, despite the efforts of legis- 
lators to curb high prices by pass- 
ing laws. 

In California alone it is estimat 


storage has been decreased by over 
6,000,000 barrels since the first of 
the current year. The same thing 
is true of other oll producing sec- 
tions of the United States. 

During the first half of 191¢ 
drilling operations were commenced 
on more than twice ag many new 
wells as were started during the 
entire year before. It has been es- 
timated that more than $12,000,000 
is now being expended in field work 
alone. Oil experts, however, do not 
believe it will be possible to increase 
the production to any appreciable 
extent above the present demand. At 
the moment the demand for crude 
oll and its by-products is increasing 
steadily, and from all indications 
this demand is going to keep on in- 
creasing.

The government last week placed 
an order with a 8t. Louis concern 
for 290,000 pairs of army shoes.

The effect 
of the government thus coming into 
the market presumably will be to 


make leather prices go much high- 
er. The leather supply has been a 
subject of debate lately. There is 
a lack of accurate data on the 
stocks of hides in the hands of tan- 
ners and of the production in 1915 
so that the only way the condition 
of the market can be gauged is 
by imports and exports. In ten 
months of the fiscal year 1916 
leather imports totaled $579,010,- 
628, whereas in the entire fiscal year. 
1915 only $538,317,733 worth of

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ORE OUTPUT. 


EPORTS received by the 
United States Geological Sur- 
vey show that the mine pro- 
duction of lead and zinc ores dur- 
ing the first six months of 1916 
Was much larger than that of any 
preceding six months. The lead and 
zinc mines have been able to pro- 
duce all the ore needed to supply 
the increased capacity of the smel- 
ters. The ore and concentrates were 
sold at prices which yielded large 
profits, notwithstanding increased 
costs of production and the work- 
ing of large quantities of low-grade 
ore which could not be mined at a 
profit under normal conditions. 
High-grade zinc concentrates free or 
nearly free from lead and iron con- 
tinued to be in demand, and the base 
price offered for such concentrates 
was generally much higher than that 
offered for low-grade concentrates. 
The shipments of sphalerite con- 
centrates from the Joplin region dur- 
ing the first six months of 1916 
amounted to about 180,000 tons, val- 
ved at more than $17,000,000, as 
against 296,000 tons, valued at $23,- 
419,000 for the calendar year 1915. 
The demand was not as active dur- 
ing the last month of the year, when 
the base price for concentrates de- 
creased nearly $20 a ton. Unless 
the base price declines to a point 
which will prevent the mining. of 
lean “sheet ground” the production 
of zinc concentrates from the Jop- 
lin region in 1916 will probably be 
69,000 to 70,000 tons more than in 
1915. 

Development in the Miami (Okla.)

MACHINE GUNS. 


Our Amy is Very Poorly Supplied 
with These Weapons as | 
Compared with the 
Nations of 
Europe, 


{ Washington Correspondence In- 
dianapolis News:] The problem of 
supplying machine guns for the 


army is getting to be more serious 
every day and in view of the fact 
that approximately 110 militia regi- 
ments soon will take the field army 
officers are much worried as to 
where their machine guns are to 
come from. 8 

It is officially announced that 
there are only 1077 machine guns 
in the whole army. Many ot these 
Are not available at the border and 
it is estimated that only about 600 
are actually ready for service there. 
Since the war college had decided 
that there ought to be twelve ma- 
chine guns for every regiment, it 
will be seen at a glance that noth- 
ing near the number necessary are 
available. 

The army now contains forty-six 
regiments and nine more are being 
formed. These, together with the 
110 militia regiments, make a to- 
tal of 165 regiments to be supplied. 
If twelve machine guns are given 
to each regiment, it will be seen 
that there are only half enough to go 
around. However, it is learned 
from army Officers that, while twelve 
machine guns is a sufficient num- 
ber to be asstgned to each reg?- 
mental unit, there should be thou- 
sands of these guns for use at 
strategical places along a line of: 
battle. The War College has learned 
that the Germans have a machine 
gun to every twenty men clear along 
the line, while the French are de- 
pending almost solely on the ma- 
chine gun to hold parts of their Ver- 
dun line. 

The number of machine guns es- 
timated to be in the possession of 
the powers is: Germany, 75,000; 
France, 45,000; England, 35,000. 

The United States has 1077 guns. 
The War Department has done little 
so far to overcome this shortage. It 
is true that the department has 
been watching shipments of ma- 
chine guns abroad and that none has 
left this country in the last few 
days, but as far as can be learned 
no orders have been issued for a 
speeding up of American contrac- 
tors to fill army orders. All the 
guns that are now being manufac- 
tured in this country are for for- 
eign governments and what the 
army officers say is the best machine 
gun in the world ts being turned 
out in large quantities. 

Army officers say it will take sev- 
eral months to make up the present
